OIL PRODUCING 
LAND IW TRE - 
STAI 


A wide ro-nge of subjects has been | 


covered by the State Mining Bureau 
in gathering datasin connection with 
the campaign for oil conservation 
amd remedial legislation. 
gle. of oil industry h:s been closely 
scrutinized by the bureau's experts, 
and the investigations have brought 
to light some interesting facts. The 
question as to who, or what inter- 
ests, would gain or lose by the leg- 
islation proposed naturally led to 
much discussion, and it developed 
that there was a false impression in 
some quarters as to the ownership 
of oil lands in the State. Investiga- 
tion proved that ownership of Cali- 
fornia oil lands was widely distri- 
buted and was far from being a mon- 
opoly. 

The records of the bureau con- 
tain a formidable array of. statis+ 
tics covering the acreage of ‘proved 
oil land and the number of complet- 
‘ed or flowing wells owned by the 
various marketing 
companies. A review of these figures 
reveals the fact that there is no 
monopoly in the producing end of 
the business. 

The statistics show that small pro- 
ducers, operati::: independently of 
the big concerns, with their great 


business organizations, own 236 per 
cent of the land which has been 
‘proved to be oil bearing. The larg- 


est individual holdings are those of 
the Kern Trading and Oil contpany, 
a Southern Pacific subsidiary, which 
owms a little more than 20 per cent 
of the total proved acreage. Owner- 
ship of the total proved acreage of 
the three largest marketing com- 
panies appear to be equally divided, 


“each being credited with approxi- 


mately 8 per cent, while the Inde- 
Pendent Producers’ Agency has a lit- 
tle more, 

An investigation of field conditions 
for the purpose of fixing respon- 


‘siblity for overproduction and im- 


proper methods of drilling disclosed 
the fact that the output of all op- 
erators was in direct proportion to 
their ownership. The only note- 
werthy exception is the Kern Trad- 
ing and Oil company, which has been 
conducting an aggressive drilling 
campaign for several years. The 
principal object of this corporation’s 
drilling activity has been to defend 
its boundary lines against wells 
drilled by other operators to offset 
the Kern Trading and Oil Company's 
wells. 

The development work performed 
by producing concerns is. governed 
largely by local conditions and va- 
ries greatly in extent. The least 


‘developed holdings, for instance, are 


those of the Kern Trading and Oil 
company, which has one well for 
about every thirty acres. The Stan- 
dard and Union companies rank sec- 
ond and third respectively, the 
Rockefeller concern being credited 
with one well to about every eigh- 
teen acres, while the Union has one 
for every fifteen acres. The greatest 
development is shown on the hold- 
‘ings of smaller concerns, some of 
which have one producing or com- 
pleted well for every six acres.
